During fetal life iron accumulates (in the form of hemoglobin) in the infant’s body.
After birth the hemoglobin frequently drops to 50% by the third month, especially
in prematures. Neither breast milk nor cow's milk is capable of offsetting this loss,
as they are deficient in iron.. This chart shows that when the carbohydrate and cereal
supplements contain iron, a sizeable margin of safety over the requirements can be
maintained, not only during the important first six months, but throughout the first
two years of life.

For Colonic Acrograms

«f Apparatus for air inflation of the colon:

The tube is inserted into the rectum.
With the petcock closed off, air is pumped
from one bulb until the second bulb is filled.
The petcock is then turned very slowly so as
to permit only a gradual escape of the air into
the colon. When all of the air has left the
second bulb, the petcock is then turned off and
the process is repeated. The amount of air
necessaty for filling the colon is determined by
fluoroscopic observation, which is continued
during the entire process. When sufficient
distention of the colon has taken place, the
rectal tube remains in situ with the petcock
shut off - until radiographic exposures are made,
preferably with the aid of the Bucky diaphragm.

In addition to visualization of the colon by means of the
routine barium enema, with complete filling, the diagnostic
value of the colon examination is further increased by the
direct insufflation of the colon with air after the prelimi-
nary evacuation of most of the barium suspension.

Small polyps as well as malignant tumors can be shown by
this double contrast procedure which otherwise might escape
observation. Radiographic exposures are made with the
patient in the supine or preferably in the prone position.
The patient may also be turned through various degrees of
obliquity if necessary. The advantage of an apparatus such
as described is that the introduction of the air may be ac-
complished gradually. By avoiding too rapid distention of
the colon, distress is minimized and a maximum retention
of the injected air is insured.
